Edmonton isn’t touching the 
issue of natural gas prices but 
hosted a forum on electrical 
power supply and demand 
Wednesday. The EDE co-present- 
ed the forum along with the 
Canadian Manufacturers and 
Exporters (Alberta Division), 
with an eye towards straightening 
out the Klein government’s dereg- 
ulation initiative. 

But with Premier Ralph Klein 
meeting with Mayor Bill Smith 
and his Calgary counterpart the 
same day, is the forum neces- 
sary? 

“The forum is necessary 
because the industry users still do 
not understand the process — 
there is so much confusion,” said 
Brian McCready, the CME’s 
Alberta vice president. 
“Understanding what the process 
is is one of the accomplishments, 
that industry will understand 
where we are.” 

The idea is that once armed 
with an understanding of the 
process, industry can offer sug- 
gestions. As things stand, 
McCready said the Klein govern- 
ment’s electrical deregulation 
scheme could do more harm than 
good. 

“Our members are suffering,” 
he said. If prices continue to esca- 
late, it will “lead national compa- 
nies to look elsewhere to manu- 
facture. They will not expand in 
Alberta.” 

It’s a point McCready and 
Brown see eye-to-eye on.

In a world where many hip-hop 
groups consist of two MC’s who 
rap over a CD or DAT full of 
canned beats, it’s hard to find 
much meaning in the term “live 
performance.” But the Roots, for 
example, take things to a higher 
level with a full live band, includ- 
ing drums, bass, and guitar, a DJ 
and a variety of vocalists, includ- 
ing beatboxer Rhazel. 

Toronto’s Pocket Dwellers are 
another of these groups who are 
emerging in a similar genre of hip 
hop.

“The John Walter Museum was 
actually three houses built by one 
of Edmonton’s foremost entrepre- 
neurs,John Walter, who was 
instrumental in developing the 
city. He built his first house on the 
south side of the North 
Saskatchewan River iv 1875, his 
second in 1886; the original cabin 
became Edmonton's first telegraph 
office. At the turn of the century, 
Walter moved his family into their 
third home. 

The flood of 1915 wiped out the 
Walterdale community; the three 
homes side by side were the only 
original structures left from one of 
Edmonton's first families. Fire 
destroyed the biggest house in 
1998, so there are the just two, the 
1875 and the 1886 houses.

Edmonton’s premier reed man on a roll with most recent CD

t was just over a year ago that 
fF: . Perry released his stunning 

self-titled album recorded on the 
Winspear stage with the help of 
the Edmonton Symphony 
Orchestra. 

Not surprisingly the disc was 
nominated for a Juno Award. What 
was surprising was that it didn’t 
win. Then again, it hadn’t had quite 
the shelf life or lengthy promotion- 
al push of some of the other nomi- 
nees. 

More importantly, the disc that 
found Perry embracing material 
from the Gershwins to Ralph 
Towner to Edmonton's Bob 
Tildesley has found a significant 
audience and staff at Montreal’s 
Justin Time Records are pleased 
they snapped up the album when 
Perry was shopping the tapes. 

“T can say that P.J.’s album has 
done better than expected in 
Canada,” says Just ime’s Jean- 
Pierre Leduc last week. 

For the Christmas season Justin 
Time has given the album another 
push, evidenced by smart colour 
advertisements turning up-in 

-distributed music maga- 
zines like The Scene. 

“We've also taken ads out in all 
the symphony brochures for the 
holidays. The album has done well 
right across the country. Vancou- 
ver, Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Edmonton audiences have really 
supported it, as have places like 
Kitchener-Waterloo where P.J. has 
performed with an orchestra. 

“We'd also like to get the album 
out in the States to go with the dis- 
tribution we have in places like 
Poland and the Far East,” contin- 
ued Leduc. 

It won’t hurt if additional 
favourable reviews from the U.S. 
continue to roll in and comple- 
ment the ones that have already 
been written for popular Internet 
sites like PopMatters and 52 St. 
The latter is the No. 1 Web site for 
jazz music, where J. Robert Brag- 
onier hit the nail on the head when 
he wrote, “He (Perry) is obviously 
another in a long line of fine musi- 
cians from beyond our boundaries 
with the chops and sensibilities to 
make beautiful music.” 

Ben Varkentine of PopMatters 
went so far as to say, about Perry’s 
attack on the Charlie Parker med- 
ley, that “by the time it segues 
from The Song Is You to April in 
Paris, it’s one of the best things 
you've ever heard.” Nice words 
indeed.

Jesus? After all, we're talking here 
about the infinite power of the uni-

Singh, Albert Einstein — each fig- 
ure having somehow been inspired 
by the life and teachings of Jesus. 
Their presence, along with the 
awesome size of the exhibit itself, 
can’t help but leave an overwhelm- 
ing impression that, indeed, Jesus 
is everywhere.
